The following Summary end Notes on WERS in Mrrion Goansy was 
contributed by our secretery, Otto Velters: 


To the able end persistent sfforts of Cant. Batts ov the 
Indisnanpolis Police Dept., past club presidents LeRoy Waggoner, 
Lt. Nelson Trusler, Wm. Lueth, and Denavean Devis, W.E.R.S. in 
Marion County came into being in June 1943. The call letters 
WKPZ were issued and Marion County and’ its Civilian Defense 
Organization were ready to teckle the job shead. 

; With one of the finest manuais in the country we sbarted to _ 
drop some of our amateur ideas and take on new duties. and oblige- 
tions. ; 

The following are some notes and, observations on this 
activity.
